A nuniber of people ask, “What is a sig- 
moidoscope and why it is used? I read in 
ore of your columns that no examination 
of a person past 40 is adequate unless a sig- 
moidescopic ¢xamination has been made.” 

Yes; no elderly person is safe unless, 
once a year, a skilled physician looks into 
the lower end of his bowel with a sigmoido- 
scope: The sigmoid segment is the length _ 
of targe bowel just above the rectum-—- 
which forms a loop. Sigma means the letter 
“S”. and seopein means to see, hence the 
word means an electrically-lighted tube 
through which one can examine the inside 
of the rectum and the sigmoid colon. 

A proctoseope is a shorter tube used for 
looking into the -rectum, and an anuscgpe 


js’ a short tube through .which one can 


examine -the anal ring (the terminal vaive 
at the outlet of the rectum) and can look 
at the hemorrhoids if any are present. 
The great importance of looking ito 
the rectum and the sigmoid colon is that a 
high percentage of cancers start in this part 
of the bowel. Many probably start in what 
we doctors call a polyp, which looks much 
like a small mushroom, It-is so sad to see 
a man lose his rectum and perhaps, later, 
his life, when he could so easily have been 
cured in three minutes if only, a year before, 
he had had a sigmoidoscopic examination.
